Making Survey 
To Get Opinion 
Of Young People 


OTTAWA. — The "teens and twen- 
ties had better prepare for a quizzing 
soon on how they like living in 1950. 

The Canadian Welfare Council has 
announced the launching of a “Youth 
in Your Town” project to find out 
what it feels like to be between 18 
and 24 “with a bright new half cen- 
tury ahead.” 

Described as a “sort of mid-cen- 
tury stock-taking of youth welfare 
in Canada,” the project in the next 
three months will be carried to big 
and little communities. 

Public meetings will be held in 50 
centres where teachers, recreation 
directors, civic offiicals and young 
persons themselves will fill out a 
check-list on youth and jobs, family 
life, education, recreation, citizenship 
and health, 

“Few of us know how our young 
people feel about their jobs,” said R. 
E. G.. Davis, executive director of 
the council, 

“We don't know what they think 
of marriage and family life, of de- 
mocracy, We don’t krow if they 
have the training they need for the 
responsibilities they will assume ,. . 
but our .,. project will help us find 
out,” 

Results of the stock-taking will be 
presented to the mayor in each com- 
munity with recommendation that he 
set up a committee to provide a 
means for continuing community in- 
terest in the welfare of young men 
and women, 

“We think that every mayor, wel- 
fare council, service club and youth 
group will find ‘youth in your town’ 
an exciting significant project,” said 
Mr. Davis. 

Groups taking part include the 
Boys Clubs of Canada, the Girl 
Guides Association, the Board of Re- 
ligious Education of the Church of 
England, the National Committee of 
Catholic Action, the national coun- 
cils of YMCA and YWCA.

Poliomyelitis was formerly called 
“Infantile Paralysis” because of the 
selectivity of the disease towards 
this age group, in former years, The 
disease is not limited to Canada, but 
is world-wide in extent. Poliomy- 
elitis respects no boundaries nor con- 
tinents, and the causative organism, 


ja virus, has been isolated in many 
countries, 
The virus of Poliomyelitis is one 


}of the smallest infectious agents dis- 
| covered by man, A virus is the small- 
jest infectious agent known to cause 
|disease in man, animals and plant 
life, They are all parasites, and grow 
jonly in living cells, Some of these 
parasites grow only in certain types 
of cells, for example: the virus that 
causes Poliomyelitis attacks only the 
nerve cell in the brain and spinal 
cord, Many strains of Poliomyelitis 
|have been isolated, 

While Poliomyelitis may occur at 
any season of the year, it reaches 
outbreak proportions during the sume 
mer and early fall, The disease is 
quite unpredictable as to outbreak 
years, and just how it is disseminated 
jis not quite clear, Many hypotheses 
jhave been advanced as to the possible 
j}modes of spread, and on occasions, 
jthere has been evidence produced to 
|show spread from person to person, 
Why some persons develop paralysis 
jand some do not, is not known, The 
virus has been isolated from the 
jnose, throat, and bowel discharges of 
jpersons before illness has appeared, 
| The virus has also been isolated from 


the common housefly and sewage 
outfalls, At the present time, there 
are no common definite laboratory 


procedures available for diagnosis of 
| Poliomyelitis, nor any test for sus- 
ceptibility, nor any protective vac- 
cines, 

The period of time elapsing from 
the moment the virus gains entrance 
to the body and symptoms develop, 
is on an average of from four to five 
days.
